worſhipped, and ſcoffing at the Folly of 
that 6 which they paid unto them. 

$. 1. If therefore that which the inſpired 
Prophets and primitive Profeſſors of the 
Chriſtian Faith did ſo unanimouſly pro- 
duce (in plain Deriſion of the heather 
Deities, and whereby they endeayoured 
to demonſtrate, that they could nor be 
truly Gods) doth equally concern that 
Hoſt which the Church of Rome and the 
Trent Council has declared to be the Chri- 


ftian s God, and whichl on that Preſump- 


tion, they require all Chri/tzans to wor- 
ſhip with Latria, or with the Worſhip

thers did paſs as deep a Cenſure on this 


God- eating, as did the wiſer Heathens, 
Turks and Jews, it muſt be certain that 


this new Article of the Romiſh Faith, that 


the ſame e ſus whom they daily worſhip, 
;s alſo to be eaten, by all faithful Chri- 


ſtians, was utterly unknown in theirDays: 


And that the Trent Council muſt be guil- 
ty of a notorious Falſhood, in ſaying that 
this was done by them ſuitably to the 
Cuſtom always received in the Catholick 
Church. 

F. 4. Again, the fame Trent Council 
teacheth that Chriſt hath inſtituted that 
he himſelf ſhould ſtill be ſacrificed in 
the Church; or offered by the Prieſt un- 
der the Signs of Bread and Wine: He 
therefore, being God and Man, muſt.

For 8 Fuſtin Martyr urgeth this as a 
Reproach to their Gods, and as a Reaſon 
why Chriſtians ſhould by no means wor- 
ſhip them, That the ſame Things by ſome 
were deemed Gods, by others Beaſts, and 
by others Sacrifice. Why are you ſa- 
crilegious againſt your Gods, faith * Ta- 
tian, for you ſacrifice a Sheep, and yet 
you worſhip it Tou have a Bull in the 
Heavens, and you ſacrifice the likeneſs of 
him. The Grecks being ignorant of God, 
faith Clemens, not knowing him with that 
perfect knowledge which the Chriſtians 
have, they worſhip thoſe things which 
God hath given them for Meat, the 
Fowls off the Air, the Fiſhes of the Sea,

the Beaſts of the Field, and they ſacri- 
fice their own Food: And muſt not then 
the Romaniſt be allo ignorant of the 
true Chriſtian knowledge of God, who 
doth both Sacrifice and Worſhip what 
God hath given them to eat? 7ou do ob- 
ject againſt us Chriſtians, faith * Minu- 
tins, the worſhip of an Aſſes Head: Who 
is ſo fooliſh as to worſhip it, unleſs it 
be your ſelves, who do both Sacrifice 
and Worſhip the Heads of Oxen, and of 
Rams ? That the Egyptians did not con- 
ceive their Oxen to be Gods is very ma- 
nifeſt, ſaith Euſebius, becauſe they in 
the Worſhip of the Gods did often Fa- 
crifice them. This is a certain indica- 
tion, faith ® Athanaſus, of the Folly and 
Atheiſm of the Heathen Worſhip, and 
an aſſurance that it cannot long ſubſiſt, 
that what one Nation doth eſteem a 
God, another Sacrificeth, and what one 
Nation Sacrificeth, another Worſhippeth 
as a God; for though they do not Sacri- 
fice thoſe very numerical Calves, and

The Indians worſhip Wine under the 
Name of Bacchus, whilſt others Sacri- 
fice it to their Gods; the Egyptians do 3 
adore a Calf, the Lybians worſhip Sheep, 
both which in other Nations are ſacri- | 
ficed and fed upon. There is ſtarce a 
God in Egypt who ir not ſacrificed to 
Deities of other Countries, ſo that they 
well aeſerve to be the Laughing-ftock 
F other Nations, becauſe they worſhip 
as a God not only what other Nations, 
but what themſelues, do offer as a Pro- 
pitiatory Sacrifice. God ſbeus clean 
Beaſtæ to be unworthy of the Name and 
Honour of a Deity, becauſe that they 
are ſacrificed, faith Pſendo - Fuſtin. 
Laſtly, Theodoret declares that God did 
therefore cauſe the Jews to ſacrifice thoſe 
Beaſts which they before had worſhipped 
in Egypt, that by ſo doing they might 
learn not to eſteem as Gods thoſe things 
which they were wont to ſacrifice, and A 
_ offer to him; this Remedy, faith he, 
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their wiſe Phyſician did preſcribe for at 
their Egyptian Malady. From all which Ft 
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Paſſages it is extremely evident, that to 
eſteem or worihip that as God which we 

do facrifice, is in the judgment of rhe 
autient Chriſtians, to be ſacrilegious a- 
gainſt God; and ignorant of the true 
Knowledge of God; 'tis to be guilty of 
no leſs than Follv and Atheiſm; 'ris as 
tabſurd as the worſhip of an Aſſes Head; 

tis that which renders Men a Laughing- 
Nock to all their Neighbours ; and there- 
Fore 'tis manifeſt that Roman Catholicks, 

the greateſt part of whoſe Devotion con- 
ſiſts in this Maſs-Servigg; this Sacriſ- 
wing of that God they Worſhip, mult, in 

the Judgment of theſe Fathers, be liable 

to all thoſe imputations. And ſeeing the 

*F athers do declare that God by permit- 
ting, and by commanding them to ſacrifice 
clean Beaſts, deſigned ro convince them 

| that they were unworthy the Name and 
Worſhip of the Deity, and to inſtruct 
them not to eſteem that as a God which 
they were wont to ſacrifice to God: The 
Neomaniſis by commanding Men to eat, 
4 and, as they allo do imagine, to ſacriſice 
,, the Hoff, muſt be ſuppoſed to inſtruct 
„ and to convince them. it is unworthy of 
h the Name, and Worſhip of the Deiry.' 
A s therefore ? Anaxandrides ſaid to the 
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Egyptian, I can have no Agreement 
with you, becauſe of the great diffe-

The Author of the Book of i ſdom 
faith, Thar the Artificer, when he hath 
made his Idol, ſets it in « Wall, and 
makes it faſt with Iron; for he provi- 
deth for it that it might not fall, know- 
ing that it was unable to help itſelf. On 


this account, ſaith he, they are more to 


be blamed, than they who worſhip the 
Lights of Heaven, who yet are not to 
be excuſed or pardoned. Wiſd. 13. 16. 
The Heathen Gods, faith * Athanaſius, 
have no power to ſtand or ſit, but muſt 
remain in the ſame poſture which the 
Artificer hath given them, and there- 
fore do afford no Argument, or Chara- 
ter of their Divinity. What pardon 
can they hope for who place their Con- 
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Jidence & axmms, in things unmoveable, 
and worſhip them for the true God? 
faith the fame Father. They cannot ſtand 
being not faſtned with Pins, and if they 
be not born f others, neither can they 
go; ſo Theodoret. They are /0 rude 
and ſtupid, faith St. Cyril, that they car- 
ry up and down their Gods upon their 
Shoulders; they ſee they are unable to 
move, and are carried whither the bear- 
er pleaſeth, and yet they pray unto them; 
whereas, ſaith he, * what help canſt thou 
expect from them, whom thou perceiveft 
to be void of Senſe and Motion? But 
thou art as ſenſeleſs as they, and fallen 
into the moſt extreme ffupidity. And 
to the like effect ſpeak almoſt all the Fa- 
ther, who write in Confutation of the

Chriſti Day, this Hoſt (i. e.) the Roman God,

Geral- 
dinus complains to Charles the t, and 
to Aigidins the Cardinal much like ano- 
ther Laban, That the Sacrament, the 
Body of bis God could not be ſafe from 
Thieves, 'Soothſayers, Magicians, Mi- 
zards, or from the fire of the Wicked. 
That they conceive their God in danger 
to — 4 or carried Captive, is cvi- 
dent. becauſe they have a Rubrick which 
commands the Preeſt, if he fears the 
incurſion of Enemies, to make haſte to 
eat him up, and, to. ſecure him in his 
Belly from the danger imminent ; and

F. 9. Scriptures and Fathers do plen- 
tifully deride the Heathen Deities, be- 
cauſe they needed to be preſerved, and 
vindicated by their own Votaries, and 
could not help, preſerve, or vindicate 
themſelves, when any Danger was ready 
to befal them, or any bold Affront was 
offered to them. And firſt the Prophet 
Jeremy declares the Heathen Deities were 
neither to be feared nor worſhipped, be- 
cauſe their Prieſts were forced to pre- 
ſerve them under Lock and Rey: For as 
the Doors are made faft on every ſide 
upon him that offendeth the King, even 
fo the Prieſts make faſt their Temples 
th Doors, with Locks, with Bars, 
teſt their Gods ſhould be ſported by Rob- 
bers. Baruc. 6. 18. O you, if you be 
certain, ſaith 4 Arnobius, that your Gods 
be in their Images, and dwell there, 
why do you keep them under Lock and 
Key, under Bolts and Bars? Why in 
the Cloyſters ? Why do you protect them 
from Thieves and Night - Robbers by 
Chiurch-IWardens, Sextons, and a thou- 
fand Watchmen ?'

they are Gods, and that they ſtir not 
from their Images, ſuffer them to 
take care of themſelves, let the Door 
of your Temple be always unlockt, and 
F. any Perſon go about to ſteal them, 
let them ſhew forth their Divinity by 


puniſhing the Sacrilege. Do they not 


ſee, faith Juſtin Martyr, that it is a wick- 


ed thing to ſay, or think Men ſhould he 


be keepers of their Gods? We do not 
only Fink it abſurd, but contumelious 
to God, to give his Name 9zouivos Sroane- 
c TLAypaw, ro things which want our 
care. Apol. p. 57. And again, thoſe 
whom you name Gods, are either Stone 
like to that we tread upon, or Silver 
wanting the cuſtody of Men. And again,

And yet we 
know that in the times of Perſecution 

both by the Heathen Emperors and the | 
Arians, the Chriſtians, and the Ortho- 
aox, were forc'd to hide themſelves in 
Dens and Caverns of the Earth, and if 
they then had any uſe or knowledge of 
the Romzſh God, they muſt have had 
him with them in the ſame Dens and Ca- 
verns. We know that Romiſh Prieſts are 
forced ſtill to hide themſelves and their 
bon Dien in all thoſe places, , here it is 
Penal to fay Maſs. Ny when they fear 
an Enemy, the Maf5 Prieſt is command- 7 
ed to eat up his God, and hide him in 
his Stomach. How therefore is it, that 0 
they do not perceive he is no God? Ho 
is it that they do not ſee, with Chi- 
ſoſtom, that they ſufficiently expoſe him, 
while they do conceal him? Or with 8“ 
Cyril, that they are ridiculous, and 
Mien condemned by their own Sentiments, 
and that they by their practice teſtific 7 
their God is not ſufficient to do any thing? 
The Prophet Eſay, faith *Theodoret, | 
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doth tragically ſiug the downfal of the 
Heathen Idols, declaring that they ſhall 
hide the Gods, which they had made, 
and bring them mto Dens, and Clifts of 
the Rock and Holes of the Earth; which 
Propheſie, ſaith he, it becometh not me 
ſo much to interpret, as you mgenuouſly 
to confeſs that which hath often happen- 
ed; but if you will not do ſo, yet it us 
evident to all who have ſeen oftentimes 


your Gods, which wicked Men had hid- 
den, intending by that concealment to 


preſerve and ſuccour them, dug out of 
the Earth by pious Chriſttans, and pub- 
lickly expoſed to the ſtorn of Women 
and Children. Now that which Theo- 
doret ſpeaks of the Heathen Gods, that 
they were often buried in the Earth, and 
dug out thence by Chriſtians; that which, 
ſaich he, the Propher mentions as the 
xatauris, Or diſſolution of thoſe Idols, 
that very often happened to the Hoft ; 
for by an antient C#/fom, which long 
prevailed, even againſt * many Canoms to 
the contrary, both in the Eaſtern and 
Weſtern Churches, the Hoſt was buried 
with dead Corps, as * Zonaras informs 
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us; and Balſamon declares even in his 
time the conſecrated Bread was put into 
the Hand of the Antiſtes, and fo was 
committed to the Earth; and I my elf, 
with others, have ſeen the Chalice in which 
the ſacred Blood was buried, dug up out 

of the Graves of divers Biſhops buried in 
the Church of Sarum. And Hubert te- 
ſtifies concerning the Greek Church, thar 
in the cleyenth Century it was their Cu- 
ſtom, 5 Euchariſtiam ſubterrare, to bury 
under Ground the remains of the Holy 
Sacrament. If then the Prophet e. 
to expreſs the great Contempt the Hea- 
thens, in the times of Chriſtianity, ſhould 
oſter to their Idols, propheſied, that they 
ſhould caſt them to the Moles; (Chap. 2. 
20.) What great Contempt mult the = 
offered to this Roman God, who lodged 
him with the Moles, and Worms? And 
how unlikely is it, that they who did ſo, 
 ſthould believe that what they buried was 
God? How certain mult it be that what 
this Propheſie foretold, hath been fulfil- 
led as frequently. and truly upon the No. 
man Hoſt, as upon any Heathen Idols ? 
How eaſy was it to dig up the /Zoff, and 
to expoſe it to the view ? Nay, that this 
hath been done, is evident from the Rela- 
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s Hubertus contra Nicet. Bibl. Patrum. Tom. 4. 
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tion which Ivo makes of the Tranſlation 
of ® St. Othmar's. Body, together with 
the Sacrament, from irs own Dormitory, 

to the Church of St. Gallus, and there- 
fore all the Inferences which the Fathers 
do hence make againſt the Deity and Wor- 
ſhip of the Heathen Gods, as 9 do 
conclude againſt the Hoff. Doth Cyril 
ſay, that when they hid them in the Ca- 
verns of the Earth, they could not then 
conceive them to be Gods? So may we 
ſay of Chriſtians. Doth he ſay of that 
true God who is over all, that no Man 
ever ſaw him concealed, that he was ne- 
ver hidden, that he never ſought the clefts 
of Rocks or Mountains? We may accor- 
dingly conclude touching the Hol, which 
lies ſo often hid, and hath fo often been 
buried in the Caverns of the Earth, that 
it can never be « Orcs r eawv, or God over 
all, bleſſed for ever. 

F. 11. The Prophet Jeremy declares 
that Heathen Idols were neither to be 
feared, nor worſhipped, becaule they were 
NN to the Injuries of Fire. Ihen Fire 
falls upon the Houſe of Gods of Wood, 
their Prieſts will fly away, but they 
themſelves ſhall be burnt aſunder like 
Beams.

the Egyptian Serapis, when by. a like 
misfortune he, with his Iſis, and all his 
Myſteries, were burnt to aſhes? They 
bluſh not, ſaith | Athanaſius, to worſhip 
Wood, and Stones, as not conſidering that 
hoy do burn, and trample under feet the 
like, and that a little before they were 
of common uſe.

Now that theſe things may happen to the 
4 Roman Hoſt, is evident from their own 
? Canons, which ſpeaks thus, f any Con- 
ſecrated Hoſt, be ſnatched up by fame 
Beaſt, aud cannot afterwards be found, 
another ſhall be Conſecrated ; if à Fay 
or ſuch-like Creature fall into the Cha- 
tice, he ſhall be talen out and burnt, or 
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| ſwallowed by the Prieſt; and reafon 
good, becauſe whole CHriſt. being con- 
tained in every Particle of the Blood, 
the little Infect, if he drink any thing, 
muft have him wholly in his Guts: Twas 
this occaſioned the Converſion of Mr. 
Gage, a Romiſh Prieſt, vis. his ſee- 
ing a bold Mouſe come from behind the 
Altar, and ſnatch away his Wafer-God, 
and eat half of him up before he could 
be reſcued from his Teeth. This alſo is 
evident from Reaſon, for will nor any 
Mouſe, or Rat, Dog, or Cat, follow- 
ing the Laws or inſtinct of their Nature. 
gnaw, eat, devour the Roman Foſt, 
provided that the Maſſ-Prieſt do not 
drive them from it? And if it be fo 
horrid ro conceive, according to St. Au- 
fim, and Arnobins, that Birds ſhould 
neſt: even in the Mouth of God, muſt it 
not be more horrid to conceive that God 
ſhoatd be receiv'd, and drawn into the 
Mouth and Stomach of a Beaſt, Would 
any of them ſcruple, think you, if they 
had occaſion, and convenience to dun 
upon the Hoſt, or in the Chalice? And 
is it not then evident according to St. 

Clemens, that theſe Beaſts do bear no re- 
verence toward the Roman Hoſt? Do

ſhip. and their Gods, was of an equal 
force againſt the Worſhip of the Chriſti- 
an Hoſt ; that this Hojt was owned by 
them as the Higheſt God, and yet was 
carried in their Hands, becauſe it could 
not go, was kept by Sextons, and under 
Lock and Key, was ſometimes buried in 
the Earth. that it was cloathed with coſt- 
ly Raimcnt, ſhut up in Pyxes, and in 
| Bottles, 
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Bottles, and was as void of all apparemt 
Senſe and Life, as any of the Hearben 
Idols; how could the Heathens, being 
acquainted with theſe things, and many 
others of the like nature, abſtain from 
ſaying, Thou art inexcuſable, O Chri- 
ſtzan, whoſoever thou art, that juageſt 
us on thele Accounts, for thou, that 
judgeſt, doeſt the ſame things. For further

two Affirmations ſhould be acknowledged 
to be Figurative : that as great evidence 
as Senſe and Reaſon can afford in any caſe 
v hatſoever, ſhould be of no effect at all to 
influence or inform our Judgments how 
to paſs Sentence in this Caſe; but that it 
ſhould be thought as rational, all other 
Circumſtances being equal, to determine 
againſt the fulleſt ey idence of Senſe, and 
' Reaſon, as to paſs Judgment according 
to the Verdict of them both, is moſt ap- 
parently abſurd. And this will be farther 
evident from, this Conſideration, that 
when our Lord faid, This is my Body, he 
in effect faid, This Bread is my Body; for 
the proper and natural uſe of the Word 
this, is to direct, as with a Finger, to 
the thing ſpoken of: hence it is called 
ouomen demonſtrativum , and who 
know not that a thing ought to be pre- 
ſent when it is offered to our views, and 
to our Senſes? To know then truly 
what our Lord intended by the Word 
this, we need only know what it 
was at that time, he could ſhew his Di-

cal Sthem was that very B 
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Pronoun this relates to; now the Lord, 
fay all the Evangeliſis, and St. Paul, 
too Bread, he brake it, after he had gi- 
ven Thanks for it, he gave this broken 
Bread to his Diſciples, commanding them 
to take, and eat it; and to _ them 


ſo to do, he adds, This is my Body gi- 
ven, or broken for you; who ſees not 
then that what Chr:# ſhew'd them as a 
thing preſent by the Word thir, was that 
which he had offered to them with a 
command to take andeat it ; it being there- 
fore manifeſt that what he thus offered ro 
,which he hadra- 
ken, bleſſed, and broken, it muſt be evi- 
dent that it was the Bread which he ſhew'd 
them by the Word this, and which he 
commanded them to eat; this being 
therefore certain that Chriſt by ſaying, 
This is my Body, ſaid in effect, this 
Bread is my Body, it is as certain that 
his Words muſt be taken figuratively, 
and cannot properly be true. For that 
Bread ſhould be, without a Figure, the 
Body of our Lord, it muſt be neceſfary 
thar Bread, and the Body of our Lord 
ſhould be one and the fame thing; for 
if they be two different things, it implies 
a Contradiction that one ſhould be the 
other properly ; for this were to fay they 
were, and they were not, two different 
things at the fame time. Now there be-

cannot be effected without a confluence 


of Miracles: Now ſince no evidence of 
the leaſt Miracle appears to any of our 


Senſes in this caſe, we are aſſured there 
is no ſuch miraculous Converſion wrought 


after the Conſecration of the Elements of 
Bread and Wine ;. for God did never, that 


we know of, work a Miracle, but he 


| ſtill repreſented it unto the Senſes of thoſe 
Perſons for whole fake he wrought it, 
and made it apparent to the Eyes, Ears, 


or the Experience of thoſe Men for whoſe 


lake he wrought it, there is not one In- 
ſtance to be produced to the contrary 
from Scripture, or any Human Writer. 
Yea, 24ly, It is repugnant to the Nature 
of a Miracle, not to be made the object 
of our Senſes; for a Miracle is in cri 
pture called oyudo, a Sign, and that is

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red to be ſomething ſenſible, by which 
we do perceive what is not ſenſible; 
what therefore is not the object of ſome 
of our Senſes can be no Sign or Miracle. 
To this they anſwer, that ſuch Miracles 
as are. deſigned for the Converſion of 
Unbelievers, muſt be the objects of their 
Senſes ; but it may be otherwiſe in thoſe 
Miracles. which only are perform'd, as 
theſe are, for the benefit of Believers. 
But to this I anſwer, That all the In- 
ſtances which Scripture mentions of Mi- 
racles, perform'd for the benefit of Be- 
lie vers, were ſtill the objects of their 
Senſes; ſuch in the Old Teſtament, were 
the Cloud that conducted them thro' the 
Wilderneſs, tig Mauna upon which they 
fed, the Water of Jealouſy, and the 
like. Such alſo were the Miracles which 
the Apoſtles wrought upon diſeaſed Chri- 
{{:ans, and the conſtant Miracles of Pro- 
phecy, of Revelation, of ſpeaking in 
unknown Tongues, and the Iuterpreta- 
tion of them. If then in all theſe In- 
ſtances we cannot find one Miracle which 
was not made apparent to the Senſes of 
Mankind to be Miraculous, we may hence 
ſtrongly argue, That where there is not 
the leaſt appearance of a Miracle to any 
of our Senſes, there is no Miracle pro- 


duced. |

That it was an abominat ion to 
the Egyptians to eat Bread with the 
Hebrews ; becauſe, faith the Cha/dee Pa- 
raphras?, the Hebrews did eat what the 
Agyptians worſhipped; and Moſes would 
depart from Egypt before he facrificed 
to the God of 1/rael, leſt he ſhould ſa- 
crifice to him the abominations of the 
Ægyptians before their Eyes. Exod. 8. 
26. That is, the Beaſts which the A- 
tans worſhipped, and therefore abhor- 
red to ſee killd. Averrods was a leatn- 
ed Heathen, who flouriſned in the 11 
Century, when this ſcandalous Doctrine. 
firſt obtain'd; and it induc'd him thus to 
Blaſpheme the Chriſtian Faith, I have 
enquired into all Religions, and have 


found none more fooliſh than the Chri- 
ſftans, ® Quoniam id comedunt, quod a- 


dorant, - becauſe they eat that very God 
they worſhip. And Bellarmin himſelf 

confeſſeth, that this was always judged: 

by the Heathens " fFultifſimum paradox- 
um. Hence, as the higheſt Infamy which 
the Mahometans can caſt upon us, we 
are by them reproached as the Devour-

ers of our God, as M. Le Boulay in- 
forms us; and they affirm that by thus 
eating of Chriſt's Fleſh, ? we treat him 
worſe then the Jews did; becauſe, ſay 
they, it xs more ſavage to cat his Fleſh 
and drink his Blood, than to procure 
his death. 3 | 
That the Sentiments of the Jews 
were the ſame we learn from the Epi- 
ſtle of the Prophet Jeremy ſent to the 

Captive 7eus in _— „where he 
- faith, The Gods the Babylonians worſhip 
ſhall be eaten, whereby ye may know 
they are no Gods: Nor can we doubt 
of this, if we confider what is ſo oft 
declared by the Antient Fathers, that 
this was God's deſign in putting a diſtin- 
ction betwixt clean and unclean Beaſts, 
to ſecure his People from 1dolatry, it 
being evident, hat could not reaſonably 
be deemed a God which they rejected as 
unc lean, or which they themſelves did

Now 
could the ſame God, who had taken ſuch 
care, under the old Teſtament, to teach 
his People that could not be a God which 

they aid eat, or ſacrifice, appoint, under the 
New Teſtament, that the Chriſtians 
God ſhould be continually facrificed and 
eaten by them? The Primitive Fathers 


Juſtin Martyr. Ireneus, Athenagoras, 
Theophilus, Minutius Felix, Tertullian, 


Origen, and Athanaſius, expoſed the 
Folly of the Heathen Deities upon theſe 


accounts, that what ſome of them Wor- 


ſhipped was by other Nations eaten, and 


that n Man of Senſe could think that a 


God which was wag e ieFoueyor, eaten 
by himſelf. Now can it reaſonably be 
conceiv'd that all theſe Fathers ſhould 
ridicule, and expole the Religion of the 
Heathens for that very thing which made 
ſo great a part of their own Religion ?

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In fine, the breaking of the Bread is 
by St. Paul, and all the Evangeliſte, 
when they ſpeak of this Sacrament, men- 
rion'd as the thing appointed by our Lord, 
and therefore as a neceſſary part of it, 
according to that Obſervation of the 
8 Council of Toledo, That Chriſt bybreak- 
ing f the Bread, and diſtributing it 
broken to his Diſtiples, Id proculdubio 
fecit, quod nos in poſterum facturos edo- 
cuit, did doubtleſs teach us to do here- 
after as he did: Chrift therefore ſayi 
This is my Body broken for you, where 
the Elements are not broken, as in the 
Church of Rome they are not, but a 
whole Wafer is receiv'd, it can no more 
be ſaid, This ir my Body broken for you, 
than where the Elements are not given, 
This is my Body given for you. 

From what hath been diſcourſed it 
clearly follows, that the Members of the 
Romiſh Church are guilty of Idolatry, 
by worſhipping that which is inſenſate 
Bread, with that worſhip which is proper 
to God ; and that our Church hath truly 
faid, © This is Taolatry to be abhorred of 
all faithful Chriſtians, it being that 
Worſhip of the Creature inſtead of the 
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b Concil. Toletan. 16. cap. 6. 
Kubrick after the Communion, 
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Creator which the Apofile hath condemn- 

ed in the Heathen World. 2dly, Thar 
the Doctrine of Tranſubfantiation, the 


Sacrifice of the Maſs, and the Half 


Communion, muſt be falſe. 3dly, That 


our Church is juſtified in her refuſal of 
Communion with them, becauſe ſhe can- 
not do it without the frequent practice 
of Idolatry. 4thly, That the Church 
of Rome is guilty of an horrid Schiſm, 
ſince the that requires unlawful Conditi- 
ons of Communion is certainly the Au- 
thor of that Schiſm which follows from 
the refuſal of them; for no Man can be 
bound to do what is unlawful to be done. 
5thly, That the Councils of the Church 
of Rome are ſo far from being infallible, 
that, in this Cale, they have actually 
made falſe Deciſions, and that we cannot 
therefore be oblig'd to yield aſſent to any 
other Doctrines, defined by thoſe Coun- 
cits, which they are pleaſed to call Ce- 
neral. 


Laſtly, Hence have we too much Rea- 


| fon to deplore the Folly, and Stupidity of 


thoſe Men who being called Proteſtants, 
and High- Churchmen; that is, in their 
Opinion, the very beſt of Proteſtants, 
have joyn'd in. or been Well-wiſhers to 
the deteſtable Rebellion, promoted chief. 
ly by the Roman Cathelicks 5 which

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doubtleſs is deſigned by them to promote 
and to eſtabliſh this Idolatry, and all the 
other numerous, and groſs corruptions of 
the Church of Rome. When good Fe- 
hoſaphat joyn'd in Affinity with an 140. 
latrous Ahab, God {ſends this ſharp re- 
proof to him, * Shouldſt thou help the un- 


godly, and love them that hate God, 
therefore there is wrath upon thee from 
the Lord? And Elibu ſpeaks thus, 
What Max ir like to Job. 


who goeth 
in Company with the workers of Iniqui- 
ty, and walketh with wicked Men? Now 
to aſſociate with 1dolaters, is certainly 
to join with wicked Men; with thoſe, 
faith the Apoftle, who have no Inheri- 
tance in the Kingdom of God or of Chriſt, 
and he that wiſheth them God ſpeed, is, 
faith s St. Fohn, partaker of their evil 
Deeds. We know, faith the fame Apo- 


ile, "that wo Murtherer hath eternal 
. Life abiding in him; what therefore ſhall 


we think of them who haye Maſlacred 
hundreds of thouſands ar a time, and in 


whom is found the Blood of all Chriſt's 


Saints and Martyrs, and who are wor- 


ſhippers of the Beat, which they only
